The effect of the alleged Russ 


ian "peace proposal" is to ask u 
to consent to appeasement in dlplo 
macy far greater than any poss 


fible appeasement in geography—be 


cause it would mean the surrende 
of the top machinery of the United 
Nations. 


Any American knows that would 


automatically ring the alarm for 
World War HI. We would simply 
ditch the whole UN idea and fall 
back on the ancient principle that 
our own men and arms are more 
trustworthy 
than 
devious 
and 


treacherous allies. 


Americans reading the current 


^'headlines, from the fighting front 


and from Washington, figure there 
is a 50-50 chance of a major war, 
with its customary production con- 
trols and rationing of civilian goods 
—and they stampede to buy all 
kinds of things they don't mmedi- 
ately need. Some even speculate 
on it, hoping to make a dishonest 
war 
dollar — while 
American 


youngsters die 10,000 miles 
home. 


._ Cool heads and honest 
hearts 


ought to figure better than that. 
And they will. 


We know what our job is: To 


leave Russian "peace plans" un- 
answered until we 'have finally kick- 
ed the North Koreans back where 
they came from. 


That's what we have to do. And 


if for once in our foreign relations 
we do the right thing at the right 
time there won't be any 
major 


war.

•> Pstponement of vital decisions is

Tunnels Are 
Searched for 
Trapped Miners 


Lark, Utah, July 17 (IP). —Res- 


cue crews probed 
400 miles, of 


smoke filled tunnels today, search- 
ing for five men trapped in 
burning lead mine. 


The men have been missing since! 


early yesterday when fire broke 
out in the Lark mine of the U.S. 
Smelting, 
Refining 
and 
Mining 


company. 


They are identified 
as Horace 


Martin Seal, 59, a hoist operator; 
Leland Neilsen, 38, pump opera- 
tor; Robert Gordon Meyerhoffer, 
36, electrician foremean; Byron G. 
Thomas, 46, surface foreman, and 
Clyde Auguston, 41, an assistant 
mine superinetndent. 


The men were engaged in main- 


tenance operations at the 
mine, 


which has been shut down since 
July 1 by a strike of United Steel- 
workers. 


Because of the 
dense 
smoke, 


workers were unable to determine 
source of the blaze and location of 
the men. However it was believed 
they may have reached any of a 
number of fresh air zones in 
the 


mine.

Some 50 rescue workers, includ- 


ing a number of crews from near- 
by mines, made repeated attempts 
yesterday to locate the 
missing 


men but were driven back to the 
entrances by heavy smoke. 


Water was shut off to prevent 


flooding and possibly drowning the 
trapped workers.

Newswoman 
Ordered 
to Japan 


Tokyo, July 17 (fP). —Marguerite 


Higgins, foreign correspondent for 
the New York 
Herald 
Tribune, 


said tonight she had been ordered 
out of Korea and told to return to 
Tokyo "under escort." 


Miss Higgins said in a telephone 


interview from an advanced Amer- 
ican base that she had been given 
no reason for her expulsion. 


Two other correspondents barred 


from Korea Saturday were given 
General MacArthur's personal per- 
mission to return. They are Tom 
Lambert of Associated Press and 
Peter Kalischer of United Press. 


Lambert flew in a jet plane over 


the Korean battlefront today. 


Miss Higgins, or.ly woman corres- 


pondent on the Korean war front, 
was among the first reporters to 
go there when the fighting start- 
ed. She made several trips to for- 
ward positions. 


She said the message to leave 


Korea came from headquarters of 
Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, com- 
mander of ground forces in Korea. 
It told her to proceed to Taegu and 
then to Tokyo "under escort." 


"I am going down to General 


Walker's headquarters and try to 
convince him that I, as a duly ac- 
credited correspondent, am here as 
a 
newspaper correspondent 
and 


not as a woman," Miss Higgins 
said.

Armed Service 
Pay Scales 
Are Same 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, July 1,' —Iff) — Pay 


in all branches of the armed serv- 
ices—army, navy, air force 
ma- 


rines —is the same for each grade. 
The army will be used as an ex- 
ample here. 


The enlisted grades are as fol- 


lows, with the.minimum and max- 
imum pay for each grade, depend- 
ing upon length of service: 


Recruit—$75 a month; Recruit, 


after four months—$80; when 
he 


becomes a private, in about 
six 


months—$82.50; corporal ~ $117.ijO 
to $191; seargeant—$139.65 to $220 
first class sergeant — $109.05 to 
$249; master sergeant —' $198.45 
to $294. 


Anyone below the rank of cor- 


poral is considered to have no de- 
pendents, so he gets nothing for 
dependent. If, for 
some 
reason, 


the govesnment fails to p r o v i de 
him with lodgings, he gets $45 
extra for lodgings for himself. 


A corporal with less than seven 


years' experience also is consid- 
ered to have no dependents and 
gets only his flat pay. unless the' 
government doesn't 
pr6vide him 


with lodgings. Then net gets $45 
extra.
